This 
dispatch, which is designed to preju- 
dice those to whom it is addressed, 
states that it is the opinion of promin- 
ent financiers that if the Sherman law 
is repealed the stringency in the money 
market will be immediately relieved by 
a flow oil cheap money from Europe. 
Mr. Nowlands, who has learned by ex- 
perience that the metropolitan press of 
New York garble the statements of sil- 
ver men bent by telegraph, tells the 
Times that he will answer its argument 
and question if afforded a column of 
space in which to give his views. It is 
to be hoped that tho Time* will accept 
this generous offer, as a column article 
from a staunch silver man on the finan- 
cial question will give its readers new 
light and much valuable information 
on the greatest political question of the 
day.

It is there- 
fore improbable that the repeal of the 
rfherman act would cause a flow o: 
cheap money from London to the 
United States, but it is highly probable

treasury notes, now issued iu paymen 
of silver bullion, would cease and the 
coinage of silver dollars is already sus 
pendfid

THE STREET PARADE.
